The Polaris, roted for its fan­ 
tastic speed, s t r e a k e d away, 
straight as an arrow, toward its 
undisclosed target to the south-j 
east.

He questioned the need for more 
than 30 civilian secretaries, dep-j 
uties and assistants in the Penta­ 
gon. He said only eight top offi­ 
cials were required during World 
War II.

The government’s debt now ex­ 
ceeds 274 billion dollars, less than 
a billion below the present ceiling.

A proposed visit of five dozen Russian edu­ 


cators to study school systems in this country 


next fall suggests some lively possibilities. 


Frankly, if we were helping to run the 


Kremlin, we’d cancel it now. because some 


of the possibilities are too lively for cdmfort. 


This is what we mean: 
In education, as in many other matters, an 
expert is someone who lives in another town. 
His counterpart in your own town — with the 
same smattering of ignorance — is only a 
poor confused soul who makes a nuisance of 
himself by pretending to know more than he 
really does know. 
Tt is something like that with education 
The education on the other side of the 
fence, the mountains, the ocean or whatever 
it is that marks a difference always looks 
greener and juicier. 
For example, since Sputnik, Russian educa­ 
tion has been looking like an enchanted val­ 
ley to the kind of people who believe the 
world, itself, could be heaven if every school 
child had a bachelor of science degree. 
They have been drooling about Russia’s 
giant strides in education, its revelations and 
triumphs — how the little ones are turned 
over to the state when they show aptitude 
for book-learning and are obliged to hit the 
oooks or lose their eating licenses. 
This strikes the long-distance admirers of 
Russian education as just the ticket for the 
United States. They evoke an image of rose- 


colored chalk dust in which the U S. educa­ 
tion system would become every day in every 
way more like the absolutist system of the 
Soviet Union, with 
all 
options, 
nonsense, 
fol-de-rol, liberal arts and humanities out­ 
lawed by political fiat. 
Egged on by their own psycho-neurotic 
tendency to practice what they find intoler­ 
able in the practice of others and to renounce 
what they love in their own practice, these 
long-distance admirers of Russian education 
have reached such a frenzy that they actual­ 
ly are talking as if it was the ultimate answer 
to all educational problems. 
Well, it isn’t. 
You can bet IO to I that the Russian educa­ 
tors who are planning to come over will be 
pop-eved by the time they have eaten their 
third day’s quota of mixed peas and carrots 
in a school cafeteria^ 
They will be full of ideas -about improving 
Russian education after witnessing the mar­ 
vels of U.S. schools, where something is 
provided for everybody, including kids who 
couldn’t learn anything out of a book if their 
lives depended on it. 
They will go back to Russia bursting with 
suggestions for making the bleak, drab, grit­ 
ty and hazardous educational experience of 
Russian students more attractive, the way it 
Is in (you must pardon the expression) free 
America. 
And ■ next thing they know’ they will be 
teaching musk-ox husbandry in Tibet. 


Not So ‘Unusual’ At That 


We believe that anyone who tried to dis­ 
cuss Walter Reuther’s proposal to the auto 
companies w’ould end up in a bog of frustra­ 
tion. After reading the United Auto Workers 
outline for its bargaining sessions this year, 
we feel certain that it is intended to be just 
that—a bog of frustration. 
Auto management is being asked to let 
UAW bargain not only for its members but 
for its stockholders, consumers and execu­ 
tives. It is being asked to let UAW repre­ 
sentatives share responsibility for its manage­ 
ment practices. If is even being asked in a 
kind of mystical postscript to the main wallop 
in Reuther’s proposal to walk hand in hand 
w ith him and his union into the golden daw’n 
of a new day which the labor leader thinks 
of as the ultimate triumph of free govern­ 
ment, free men. free enterprise and free ev­ 
erything. 
We are not aiming to be sarcastic about 
the proposal but to show why Mr. Reuther 
admits it is “an unusual approach to collec­ 
tive bargaining.” What it amounted to in its 
entirety was a two-phase program for this 
year’s bargaining — the first phase to be 
concerned with those things unions have a 
traditional and legal right to bargain about— 
the second phase to be concerned w ith things 
unions have no traditional or legal right to 
bring to the bargaining table in the United 
States.

I Donora Workers Ride Out Tile Recession 


PITTSBURGH 
Here in the heart of the Golden 
Triangle, the men of steel are say­ 
ing this nation will be out of the 
retrenchment by Christmas. Until 
: h e n we will 
h a v e s o m e 
r o ■ g h times. 
Exactly 
o n e 
year fom now, 
however, we ll 
be b a c k to 
where we are 
now — but with 
one big, impor-J 
tant d i f f e r - 
ence.

ward into a golden prospertiy in­ 
stead of downward into a slump. 
These men are not counting on a 
space war boom, though this is 
the city in which the first atomic 
electric power is beginning to flow. 
They are counting on a solid new- 
kitchen-appliance and new-car type 
of prosperity. If they can be this 
optimistic, so can the rest of the 
nation. 
For their industry, basic 
steel 
making, is pretty hard hit right 
now. 
At least 50,000 jobs have been 
lost this year in a field which 
usually employes some 650,000. But 
the real story is in the men who 
now are working four days a week 
—at four days pay. 


THERE ARE SOME 200.000 on 
this 
shorter 
work 
w e e k 
and 
smaller pay envelope. There’s a 
frightened t i g h t e n i n g up. It 
shocks visitors from a bigger city 
where money still is loose enough 
to keep the queues waiting for 
tables at plush restaurants where 
the menu calls for six bucks for a 
steak. 
Yet the men of steel, both in 
labor and industry, circles, say 
they’ll ride this out in a year for 
several reasons. 
First, the steel workers, ’round 
about this summer, automatically 
get a four dollar a week pay in­ 
crease and two dollars more in spe­ 
cial fringe benefits. This will cost 
the industry some 14 million-dol­ 
lars more each month. 
Steel prices will go up as a re­ 
sult. But a lot of the big com­ 
panies will havi used up the steel 
lying around in warehouses. So, 
to beat the price increase, the 
nation’s businessmen will rush to 
start buying heavily again. Produc­ 
tion will shoot up. Men will be 
recalled. 
Among those who will buy will 
be the auto manufacturers. They 
may wait until they’ve finished 
bargaining with the Auto Workers 
Union led by Walter Reuther. There 
may be a strike. But either way, 
the auto makers will be rolling by 
August or September. 
They’ll know by then just how 
much more money they will havo 
to pay the auto workers and they ll 
begin stockpiling’ steel again for 
future production needs. 


JUST ABOUT THEN, the multi­ 
billion dollars federal road-build­ 
ing program will get under way. 
The missile makers and the space 
ship and atomic submarine mark­ 
ers will also be spending govern­ 
ment billions. 
But what comfort is all this to 
the currently jobless steelworker, 
who will be part of the expected 
five million to six million unem­ 
ployed throughout the ^country by 
next month? 
Well, there is no comforting a 
man strong of hand and brain who 
must sit idly by each morning and 
see his neighbors go off to earn 
their daily bread. But there is 
some solace in what is happening 
in the town of Donora, Pa., not far 
south of here. 
Some sociologists have looked in­ 
to this town (rf 12.000, because one 
out of every four steelworkers 
there has been laid off. Nine out 
of every IO still going out to the 
mills put in less than 40 hours a 
week. 
But whether it’s banker or boss, 
social corkers or leaders of United

Steelworkers Local 1758, they ex­ 
pect the town to pull through be­ 
cause of a special system of un­ 
employment benefits — known to 
the technicians as SUB. 
This was negotiated during 1956. 
The contracts call for the steel 
companies to pay private unem­ 
ployment relief. This is added to 
state jobless insurance — for a 
total of 65 per cent of the regular 
pay the steelworkers would be tak­ 
ing home if he were still on the 
job. 
Everybody’s happy with it, dur­ 
ing this emergency, including the 
companies which put the 
money 
aside during the boom months. 
As long as the private funds 
last, there will be no real depres­ 


sion — except psychological — in 
Donora. There’s 
no 
more 
than 
normal delinquency of mortgage 
payments or car installments and 
there is even some savings being 
put aside in the town’s one bank. 
The Donora story is the same in 
all steel communities. And you can 
count on the Steelworkers Union, 
whose leaders have been meeting 
in a series of skull sessions in 
Washington, to demand bigger sup­ 
plemental unemployment benefits 
the year round, in the next con­ 
tract negotiations. 
It’s helping them ride out this 
recession. They hope there won't 
be another. But they want to be 
ready.

Softer Words, Same Feeling

WASHINGTON 
Newsmen examine every word 
President Eisenhower and Secre­ 
tary of State Dulles say not only 
for what’s new but to discover any 
changes, backtracking or compro­ 
mises in their thinking. 
This week both men discussed 
the idea of a summit conference 
with the Russians, as Prime Min­ 
ister Bulganian proposed. Eisen­ 
hower spoke in a news conference, 
Dulles in a speech. 
Was there any change in their 
thinking? 
Not really. 
They 
used 
softer 
words than Dulles was speaking 
a month ago. But underneath the 
moderate language there was still 
a basic, tough coldness. The softer 
words were probably the result 
of pressure from American allies. 
Bulganin wrote two letters to 
Eisenhower — and this country’s 
NATO allies — suggesting a big 
summit conference to talk about 
disarmament and other problems 
of the cold war. 
The first letter arrived just be­ 
fore Eisenhower and Dulles were 
setting out for the NATO meeting 
in Paris in December. A State 
Department spokesman dismissed 
it as propaganda. 
This didn’t sit too well with 
American allies in Paris—or some 
of them — who are jittery about 
Russian missiles and think a try 
should be made for a Summit 
meeting on the theory it might do 
some good. 
The NATO countries proposed, 
instead of a summit meeting, that 
a start be made with a meeting 
of foreign ministers. 
But Soviet leaders have given 
notice they object to a foreign 
ministers’ meeting to solve cold 
war 
problems. 
One 
thing 
was 
sure: while Bulganin’s letter did 


not get anywhere, It made good 
propaganda for Russia in a lot of 
places. 
Eisenhower 
and 
Dulles 
came 
home and immediately made a 
TV report to the people. There 
wasn’t any of the “let’s go to the 
summit 
meeting” 
in 
Eisenhow­ 
er’s remarks. He called on the 
Soviets to show by deeds they 
really wanted peace. 
Then 
Bulganin’s second letter 
arrived 
Jan. 
9. 
It 
was 
pretty 
much the same as the first. This 
time Dulles, not just a State De­ 
partment spokesman, dismissed a 
Bulganin letter as “massive repe­ 
tition” and propaganda. 
In his reply to Bulganin last 
Sunday Eisenhower, in well-con­ 
trolled language, said in effect: 
“Sure, let’s have a summit con­ 
ference but 
.” 
This was the but: 
Before there can be any sum­ 
mit meeting, there should be a 
foreign ministers meeting to work 
out the details on which Eisen­ 
hower, Bulganin and other heads 
of state would talk at the sum­ 
mit. 
This wasn’t yielding an inch be­ 
cause there wouldn’t be a summit 
meeting unless the foreign minis­ 
ters’ meeting was successful to 
some 
extent. 
There’s 
a 
good 
chance it wouldn’t. Eisenhower re­ 
peated his proposal at a Wednes­ 
day news conference. 
Thursday Dulles in a speech 
at the National Press Club said 
exactly 
what 
Eisenhower 
had 
written and said: A summit meet­ 
ing 
after 
a 
foreign 
ministers’ 
meeting. This was more positive 
than just brushing off Bulganin 
as a propagandist. 
It hadn’t brought the summit 
meeting any closer. But it did put 
the next move up to the Soviets.

The Congress will have to go be­ 
fore the people with its decision 
next November, when the entire 
House 
of 
Representatives 
and 
one-third of the Senate must be 
elected. 
Will the budget be 
an 
issue? 
Certainly it will be and the reasons 
are conflicting. Some people will 
be resentful that the budget has 
gone higher than before and that 
there has been no 
decrease

BASICALLY the 
people 
want 
peace—not war. They

Last year at this time a wave of

it was rising that excited many 
critics.

billion.

the 
non-defense 
items total $27,600,000,000, which is 
a reduction of 300 million from the 
previous year. 
This shows how 
little 
change 
there has been in the non-defense 
schedules, and it is to be noted 
that 
“non-defense” includes aid 
for our allies under development 
and 
technical - assistance pro­ 
grams. This total was 455 million 
in 1957, approximately 604 million 
for 1958, and 785 million for 1959. 
So it is apparent that federal ex­ 
penses for non-defense items are 
being held down. 


THE BIG EXPENSE is on the 
armament or security side. From 
$44,900,000,000 in fiscal 1958, it has 
gone up to $46 300,000,000 for fiscal 
1959. 
This isn’t a sensational increase 
but it shows nevertheless why we 
have a bigger budget this time 
than was proposed a year ago. 
Today the criticism may well be 
that the military side hasn’t re­ 
ceived enough funds. But the coun­ 
try hasn’t as yet digested the fact 
that something has 
to 
give 
if 
military expenditut*es are to con­ 
tinue mounting. Either the dollar 
has to be depreciated and forced 
down from its 50-cent level or else 
economies have to be made on 
the non-defense side. It will do lit­ 
tle good to argue that the foreign- 
aid program can be done away 
with, for it is vital to maintain 
missile and airplane bases abroad. 
The danger is in the addition by 
Congress of 
many 
non-defense 
items not in the budget that are 
wanted by special groups. 
The president in his state-of-the- 
union message put the case blunt­ 
ly but his words will have to be 
reiterated many times if the Con­ 
gress is to be persuaded to agree 
Mr. Eisenhower said: 
“After all, it is no good demand­ 
ing sacrifice in 
general 
terms 
one day, then, for local reasons, 
opposing the elimination of some 
unneeded federal facility. 


“IT IS POINTLESS to condemn 
federal spending in general 
and 
the next moment condemn just as 
strongly an effort to reduce the 
particular 
federal 
grant 
that 
touches one’s own interest. 
“And it makes no sense what­ 
ever to spend additional billions 
on military strength to deter a po­ 
tential danger and then, by cut­ 
ting aid and trade programs, let 
the world succumb to a present 
danger in economic guise.” 
Security above all else is the 
slogan of the hour. That’s what the 
people want and they will judge 
Congress now on whether it ful­ 
fills that objective or spends pub­ 
lic money for projects, however 
worthy, which 
could have been 
postponed or eliminated in an era 
of “Sputnik” urgency.

And our 
disciples in Japan are continuing 
to improve their techniques. 
According to our doctrine, this 
is supposed to be good, It is the 
way human beings upgrade them­ 
selves from a subsistence level of 
living. The catch is that their poli­ 
ticians get carried away by big 
ideas about using industrial pro­ 
duction to increase their preroga­ 
tives, instead of giving the people 
a chance to live better lives. 
That makes it look like indus­ 
trial productivity, 
itself, 
is the 
source of strife. Maybe it is. May­ 
be Uncle Sam even stumbled a 
little when he tried out his new 
battleships in the Spanish-Ameri- 
can War. The Germans made the 
same mistake when they tried out 
their military hardware in World 
War I and then took a 
second 
crack at it in World War IL 
And don’t you dare to tell me 
that men would be getting ready 
to fight with spears if they did 
not have the stuff they have now, 
because if you issued an invitation 
for a spear battle it would go un- 
ans^red. No one wants to fight 


with spears. They want to play 
with the deadly, long-range tools 
industrialism has given them. 
Naturally, we have to discour­ 
age them in every way we can. 
But by all that’s holy, we do not 
have to race them 
by running 
backward 
in 
the 
main 
event, 
which is industrialism. We are still 
the pace-setters. We must have 
been doing something right, or 
they wouldn’t all be trying to over­ 
take us.

For most colds, no doctor will 
he called, and none will be need­ 
ed

he can, 
since rest is conducive to recov­ 
ery.

workers will be ahead of the gam e 
if he stays away from work for 


two days. During those days his 
efficiency will be low anyway, and 
; he will be passing his infection on 
to others. 


NOTHING THAT he can take, 
or that his doctor may give him, 
will shorten the course of his cold. 
Even the claim s for the adver­ 
tised cold remedies do not offer 
to cure the cold — it s the wishful 
thinking of the observer who puts 
that interpretation on the skillful­ 
ly worded announcement offering 
relief from the pains, the m iseries, 
the discomforts — but not from 
the cold itself. 
That wears itself out in seven 
days,

Nose sprays and drops are not 
so innocent. Oily sprays and drops 
are particularly 
undesirable 
in 
children, and the sm aller the child 
the more emphatic this 
warning 
should be. Even in adults, the oil 
may penetrate to the lungs, giving 
rise to what is known

lipid 
(fat> pneumonia. 


Sprays and drops are sold for the 
purpose of 
shrinking

space. This does give temporary 
relief. But

use of spray or drops too often. 
The more o f t e n the drops are 
used, the worse the vicious cycle 
becomes.

The advice to use plenty of fruit 
juice during a cold has no rela­ 
tion to treatment.

Alcoholic drinks, such as the 
hot rum - milk toddy or the hot 
spiced - rum punch, will do the 
cold no special good. In general.

A. Judging t h e developmental 
progress of a child is a-m atter tor 
a physician.

While the Internal Revenue Ser­ 
vice expects the majority of fed­ 
eral income taxpayers who a r e 
due refunds to file early in the 
current tax collecting season, 
it

nothing in 
additional 
tax 
over 
what they may have already paid 
through witholding deductions. 
This plea for taxpayer help to 
his office was made today by Dis­ 
trict Director Melvin J.

returns should be sent to the Dis­ 
trict Director of Internal Revenue, 
626 Huron Rd., Cleveland.
